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RICHARD ALDRICH 


Richard Aldrich, who returns to The 
Cape Playhouse for his fifth season, has 
risen rapidly during the past few sea- 
sons until he ranks today as one of 
Broadway’s most distinguished and suc- 
cessful producers. Following his gradu- 
ation from Harvard in 1925 Mr. Aldrich 
joined the American Laboratory Theatre 
in New York where he was active in 
Many of the brilliant productions con- 
ceived and staged by the late Richard 
Boleslavsky. After a year with this group 
Mr. Aldrich joined the producing firm of 
Macgowan & Reed as partner and Gener- 
al Manager, and a long and highly suc- 
cessful association was the result. 
Among the plays produced by the firm 
were ART AND MRS. BOTTLE, LEAN 
HARVEST, SPRINGTIME FOR HENRY, 
THH LADY WITH THE LAMP and Jane 
Cowl’s TWELFTH NIGHT. Also with the 
firm at the time was a talented Yale 
graduate, Alfred de Liagre, Jr., with 
whom Mr. Aldrich formed an independ- 
ent producing firm after four years with 
Macgowan & Reed. The new firm made a 
highly auspicious start with the comedy 
hit THREE CORNERED MOON, follow- 
ed by numerous other successes including 


‘FRESH FIELDS, BY OUR LEAVE and 


PETTICOAT FEVER. The firm of AIl- 
drich & deLiagre was dissolved in 1937, 
after which Mr. Aldrich went on alone to 
produce in a single season as AGED 26, 
TIDE RISING, and THH MEAL TICKET. 
During the production of the latter two 
plays Richard Myers, already an estab- 
lished producer himself, joined the firm 
and since that time the firm of Aldrich & 
Myers have maintained a reputation sec- 
ond to none on Broadway. During the 
1988-1939 season their presentations in- 
cluded LORELEI, THE IMPORTANCE 
OF BEING EARNEST, SUSANNA DON’T 
YOU CRY and THE DEVIL AND DAN- 
IHL WEBSTER (the latter two produc- 
tions in collaboration with The American 
Lyric Theatre) and the beginning of the 
year long run of the highly publicized 
MY DEAR CHILDREN starring John 
Barrymore. Following many months in 
Chicago and on tour this play reached 
Broadway and overnight became the 
most talked of and successful play in 
New York. 


During this past season Mr. Aldrich 
presented two plays—one a revival of 
the Ring Lardner farce ELMER THE 
GREAT, starring Joe HE. Brown (the try- 
gut took place last summer at Dennis), 
and the comedy CUE FOR PASSION 
with Gale Sondergaard.
